The third picture at the front is interesting because it shows a smudge of 
blood on the back of the seat, beginning about half way from top to bottom, 
just about where the President was sitting. This three-g-art smudge exrends 
about a third of the total height of the back of the seat and is in aJaout the 
middle of the eiight-hand of the four divisions of the back. Most of the 
blood is on the seat and on the opposite side, with the heaviest smudge on the 
back slightly to the Pres. side, but there are more smudges on Mrs. K. side of 
the back, inlcuding parts of it her body should have- sheltered. No source. 

An unnumbered photo similar to those of which ^tudebaker testified and identi- 
fied on the back as "Photo of rifle as it was found between stacks of books". 

This picture is much clearer and it shows the overlapping of boxes under 
which the rifle was. This proves the rifle wasn't just tossed in, that the 
alleged assassin had -to go over the "stacks of books" and slide it under 
this overlap. There may be a sec ond overlap, and there is something that 
may be part of the tele, sight visible through a, crack. It is is, the sight wa s 
not affixed for firing. 

Hand-lettered note dated "9:55 p" 11/22/63, to Chief Rowley from Soecial 
Agent Max Phillips, partly illegible, ncovers delivery of Z. film. Third 
paragraph reads, " Acc ording to Mr. Zapruder the assassin was behind Mr. 

Zapruder." no question at the time, apparently in Z's mind. 

Oswald's arrest record on the fingerprint chant credits "M.N. McDonald, K.S. Lyons, 
P.L. Bentley, et al" with the arrest. No mention of Carroll. And under "hear- 
est relative", mother is given only, although the fact he had been married 1 g yrs 
id indicated. The "searched by" part of the blank is not filled in. 

Chi SS Rpeort 11/23/63 says asked by Dallas that day cheek on Klein sale rifle . 

It details contacts with Kleins and says tuat at 1:13 p.m. ftm. J. Waldman, v.p 
phoned SS to say all record turn over to FBI nigh; before. So, an 1:45 p.m the 
agents went to Kleins: "It shouls be _oted at this point that Waldman kept 
repeating that he had allegedly been instructed by the FBI not to discuss this 
investigation with anyone and it ’was necessary for Special Agent Tucker and 
subsequently also Special Agent Griffiths when he joined Special Agent Tucker 
at Kleins Sporting Goods to SKSKSSIXSECSKSS point out to Waldman that the 
U.S. Secret Service has primary jurisdiction in a case of this nature and 
we has definite interest."
